o The construction of the water improvement program which 
included the cleaning, lining and replacement of water 
mains at various locations throughout the Town. 


o Approval of the MWRA connection on Forest Street. 


o Settlement of collective bargaining agreements with 
four contracts that were up for renewal this year. 


Oo The approval by Town Meeting for the implementation 
of the new software for the computer system. 


o The negotiation with all municipal and education col- 
lective bargaining units for the improvement in health 
insurance for the employees' benefit. 


Oo The five year extension of the license agreement with 
Continental Cablevision. Part of this agreement pro- 
vides that Continental will lease space in the Winch- 
ester High Schogietor wher st ndic, 


Oo The Board of Selectmenwas pleased to honor the Champ- 
ionship Teams from the Winchester High School includ- 
ing the Winchester Girls Soccer Team which was rated 
No. I in the Nation and won the State Division One 
Championship; the Winchester Varsity Football Team 
which won the Eastern Massachusetts Division Super- 
bowl Championship. 


o The Board of Selectmen entered into a Sister City 
arrangement with St. Germain en Laye where a delega- 
tion from Winchester met with them in early December 
and we expect a visit from our French constituents 
in June of 1991. 


The Board thanks the Town Manager, Department Heads and Town em- 
ployees for their support during this challenging year. Only 
with their assistance does Winchester remain one of the best man- 
aged communties in the Commonwealth.

The 1990 Winchester Annual Report contains a summary of the Municipal 
and Education Departments over the past year. This year Winchester 
officials participated in many meetings dealing with the Town's 
fiscalecondi clon. 


Town management is continually being challenged to provide an accept- 
able level of public service in spite of reduced revenue. In1990 

we saw the reduction of 13 municipal positions; 2 police officers 
8 public works positions, and 3 clerical positions. The reduction 
of these positions makes it more difficult to live up to the expec-— 
tations of the community. » The public has to understangdwanowapp 
ciate the value of the services that are provided by these indiv- 
iduals. In future years, Winchester will not be able to merely re- 
duce its employment force as a way of solving budgetary problems. 

The community will have to accept a reduced level of public serv- 

ice as well. 


The following is a summary of the major highlights of the year: 


o Health Insurance - The Town was able to successfully work 
with its employees to change its indemnity health insurance 
carrier from Blue Cross/Blue Shield to the Winchester Health 
Plan managed by Mount Vernon Associates, Inc. of Winchester. 
This plan will enable employees and retirees requiring in- 
demnity coverage to be appropriately protected. 


o Data Processing - The 1990 Annual Town Meeting approved fund- 
ing for a new software system. The complete installation 
of this system will be realized at the start of the 1992 
fiscal year. This system should improve the efficiency of 
our entire operation including payroll, accounts payable, 
budget preparation, utility billing, purchase orders, and 
collections. 


o Water Projects - During the summer of 1990, major work was 
completed on four separate contracts for the cleaning, lin- 
ing and replacement of water mains throughout the Town. 
This work was Phase I of athree phase program. Subsequent 
phases will be presented to Town Meeting when funding is 
available. 


o Water Treatment Study -— The»-engineering firm, of, Wes care. 
Sampson completed an evaluation of the water treatment 
needs of our reservoir system to bring it into compliance 
with federal regulations as of 1993. The law requires that 
surface water facilities be appropriately treated. 


I would like to thank all of the Department Heads and Town employees 
for their efforts over the past year which enabled us to continue 
to provide acceptable levels of public service given certain fis- 
cal restrictions. It is hoped that the public appreciates the 
efforts that are made on their behalf by these individuals.

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Town Counsel 
The Town Counsel performs all legal services required by 
the Town, its officers and boards, except for collective 
bargaining services, which are handled by outside counsel. It 
should be noted that current Town Counsel is not a Town 
employee; rather, services are provided from my office at 45 
School Street, Boston. 


The Town Counsel attends the weekly meetings of the Board 
of Selectmen on a periodic basis as well as meetings of other 
Town boards on an as-needed basis. In addition, in Winchester 
the Town Counsel attends all sessions of the Town Meeting. It 
can be well-demonstrated that the advantage of having the Town 
Counsel in attendance at regular meetings provides the 
opportunity of avoiding legal problems arising out of both 
procedural and substantive matters by developing "problem 
avoidance strategies" with Town officials. 


In general terms lawsuits against municipalities have been 
increasing dramatically over the past decade. The workload has 
been affected the most in recent years by the requirements of 
administrative and contract law. 


Last May the state legislature passed the Uniform Procurement 
Act which requires municipalities to be more stringent in their 
bid solicitation procedures. 


One area in which municipalities can continue to expect 
lawsuits is environmental law. The Town was named a defendant 
last year ina huge federal Superfund case involving the alleged 
release of hazardous waste from the Charles George Reclamation 
Trust Landfill in Tyngsborough. In that case Winchester and 
twelve other municipalities have been named as third party 
defendants by twenty-four corporate defendants who have been 
sued by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the United States 
Government. 


Aside from this litigation the Town continues to be involved 
in appeals to the courts from actions of the Planning Board, the 
Zoning Board of Appeals and other tort claims against the Town 
moncoverca by liability insurance. In addition, litigation 
often arises out of real estate tax abatements and pension and 
retirement claims unresolved at the local level. 


As I complete my second year as Town Counsel I would like to 
acknowledge the contribution of the Board of Selectmen, the 
Town Manager, the Superindendent of Schools, the comptroller, 
all department heads and all Town citizen volunteers and Town 
employees who have worked diligently to maintain the quality 
of Winchester's government, including legal services, in spite 
of declining revenue forecasts.

ANNUAL REPORT 


During 1990, the Conservation Commission implemented 
and enforced G.L. c. 131, §40 (the Wetlands Protection Act) 
and the Town's Wetlands By-law. The Commission held public 
hearings on numerous Requests For Determinations of 
Applicability and Notices of Intent, and issued Extension 
Orders and Enforcement Orders regulating development and 
maintenance of projects in Winchester. Two projects are 
currently in adjudicatory hearings, and efforts were made in 
both cases to advance toward settlement. In addition, the 
Conservation Department participated in site plan review of 
non-wetland area projects to address possible environmental 
impacts. 


The Commission continued to implement the goals of the 
current Open Space and Recreation Plan (the Plan), began 
preparation of a new Plan as required by G.L. c. 40, §32, 
and drafted and distributed a town-wide Opinion Survey on 
conservation issues. The Commission continued its efforts 
to acquire and preserve open space and wetlands areas for 
conservation purposes. 


The Commission continued its work with the Board of 
Health to monitor water quality, and prevent surface and 
groundwater contamination, and to affect a reduction of the 
large resident flock of non-migratory Canada geese. 


Members of the Commission and the Administrator 
continue to participate in educational opportunities offered 
by the Massachusetts Association of Conservation 
Commissions, the Department of Environmental Protection, the 
Boston Bar Association, the Army Corps of Engineers, and the 
Massachusetts Society of Municipal Conservation 
Professionals.

Nineteen Ninety was a difficult year for the real estate 
industry with sales slumping and the prices declining after 
several years of steady appreciation. The Board lowered values 
for Fiscal Year 1991 to compensate for the down turn and to 
comply with the state mandated requirements. The adjustments 
were made on the Assessors "in house" computer system at an 
additional savings to the town. Hearings were held by the 
Assessors on the new values with only minor adjustments needed 
to reflect current values. 


Local motor vehicle excise revenues were apparently declining 
until the Board and particularly Chairman Lombardi sought 
evidence from the Registry of Motor Vehicles. The Registry had 
problems with cars registered at the end of the year and over 
$100,000. was not billed until the Assessors made repeated 

phone calls to the Registry. The Assessors also returned 
$150,000. from the overlay account to the town's revenue. The 
money was returned due to the success of the Assessors in the 
Appellate Tax Board, further signifying that the values are fair 
and equitable. 


Board member, Charles E. Shannon, Jr., was recently elected as 
State Senator from the Second Middlesex District. The Board 
will miss Charlie's enthusiasm and energy, but the state will 
benefit from his integrity and honesty. The town wishes him 
well and predicts great success. 


The office staff was reduced, but Alice Alford, Marilyn Lane 
and Carole Tourtellotte did admirable work during trying times 
under Director of Assessments, Daniel D. McGurl.

The total value of the Trust Funds increased by $88,369 

to $1,678,001 during the fiscal year ended Vune 30, 3hasa. 
Income from the Trust Funds was $137,451 compared with 
$144,466 the previous year. These investments are being 
made conservatively to produce maximum income while 
protecting the principal. The portfolio is neavily weighted 
with U.S. Treasuries. The income is weil insulated from 
wide swings 1n income due to the fact that the maturities 
are spread equally over 10 years. We would expect that you 
will see similar income for the year ending June 30, 1991 
and a healthy increase in the overall portfolio vaiue. 


A principal concern of the Commissioners remains the income 
accumulations in some of the funds. Tne Commissioners’ gcal 
.1S to see that the income is expended for the charitable 
purposes for which it was intended. 
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Engineering Department 


I respectfully submit the Annual Report of the Engineering 
Department for 1990. 


The year was very active despite the economic slowdown, 
nevertheless, the normal every day tasks had to be performed 
including special projects. In many instances, the economy has 
caused new problems that consumed many man-hours. 


The Engineering Department provided services on a daily basis for 
all departments, boards and committees as briefly described: 


BOARD OF ASSESSORS - Deed informetion, updating 278 maps which 
include lot cut-ups, new buildings, additions and owners. 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT - Assignment. of house numbers, information 
pertinent to occupancy permits and verification of plot plans. 


BEAUTIFICATION DESIGN REVIEW COMMITTEE - Surveys, plans and 
information were provided for a proposed overlook at the 
intersection of M.V.P. and Main Street and for all the roadway 
islands throughout the Town. Surveys, plans are in progress for 
refurbishing the Common. 


CONSERVATION COMMISSION - Information pertinent to wetlands and 
Town-owned land. Considerable effort relative to issues for a 
subdivision presently in litigation for "Tania Acres". 


FIRE DEPARTMENT - Master Fire Alarm, and Hydrant maps were 
updated. Plans and overheads for training for potential rescue 
operations of lakes and ponds were made. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT - Information, plans for health violators and 
oil spills. Various informational graphs for use at the Transfer 
Station, recycle programs and other health issues. 


PLANNING BOARD - A major responsibility of the Engineering 
Department on a daily basis is providing services for develop- 
ments built under the Subdivision Control Law and Site Plan 
Approval. Plan reviews, field inspections, estimates for 
security and other related information were performed. Projects 
in various stages of development during the year are as follows: 


Subdivisions: High St. Extn., Suburban Homesteads, Forest Glen 
Estates, caw “Knoll, Buckingham Estates, Tania Acres, and 
Fieldstone Drive 


Site Plan Approvals - The Gables, The Ledges, 955 Main Street, 
Willows, Griffin Museum, Purity Proposal and Wendell Hill, Estates 


The official and large scale zoning maps were updated, various 
plans, slides and information for rezoning proposals. Considera- 
ble time was expended to provide information relative to the 
North Main Street rezoning proposal. 
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Various engineering services relating to planning activities 
continue to need additional time because of the lack of funds for 
Professional Consultant Services in the Planning Board budget. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT - Plans and information relative to police 
investigations, court cases, accident locations and vision clear- 
ance problems were made. Major effort was expended working with 
the Department in developing information for downtown parking. 


PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT - A substantial amount of time on a daily 
basis is spent providing surveys, studies, plans and information 
for all the elements of the D.P.W. Major projects, besides the 
normal day-to-day needs, were the installation of the play struc- 
ture at Ambrose School, new burial areas at Wildwood Cemetery, 
including design for mausoleum sites. Significant time was spent 
with the D.P.W. and their consultant for the proposed 
water improvements ony Arlington Street, Swan Road, Main 
Street, Washington Street and Forest Street; as well as the 
completion of Phases I, II, III and IV. 


TOWN CLERK - Precinct maps and information relative to local and 
Federal Census. An in depth review of all properties for their 
determination as to proper house numbers is being undertaken to 
assist the Clerk’s office in the annual census work. 


TOWN MANAGER/BOARD OF SELECTMEN - Accepted ways procedures and 
plans for McKay Avenue, Charles Road George Road, Wainwright 
Road, Wagon Wheel Road, Rocky Ledge Terrace, Hill Street and 
Fieldstone Drive. Special projects were parking studies of 
Winchester Center/Wedgemere Station, reconstruction of Mystic 
Valley Parkway, Griffin Museum, Purity proposal, traffic improve- 
ments Wildwood/Cambridge Streets and citations. 


MISCELLANEOUS - Services were provided throughout the year as a 
result of being a member of the Woburn Loop Subcommittee, 
Economic Development Committee, Traffic Advisory Committee and 
the Local Emergency Planning Committee. 


Maps of various types and scales which are utilized extensively 
by the Engineering Department as well as other departments and 
the general public were updated. Considerable time was spent in 
furnishing information by correspondence, telephone, and in 
person to the general public, engineers, public service companies 
and State and Federal agencies. 


In conclusion, I wish to ‘express my gratitude, for thestine 
cooperation received from all departments, in particular, my 
appreciation to members of the Engineering staff, Joseph Capone, 
George Stewart, Jim Shattuck, Brett Gonsalves, Marlene 
Schrecengost and also Anthony Vozzella, who because of budget 
constraints, was lost to the Department in July. Without their 
effort and dedication, it would have been very difficult to 
accomplish so much.

The School Committee, as in the past, continued to address the neéds of the 


educational system under increasing financial constraints. The School 
Committee's original budget for FY '91 requested funding for four elementary 
schools, one middle »school, and a+ senior high school. Heated debate 


surrounded the issue of closing an elementary school and the formation of a 
middle school by moving the sixth grades to McCall Junior High School. The 
debate culminated in a non-binding vote at the annual Town Meeting to 
redistribute the funds in the school budget so as to fund five elementary 
schools. A compromise was forged, which called for reductions in other 
expenses and additional money from free cash, to fund five elementary 
schools and move the sixth grades to McCall and form a middle school. 


On February 8th the community was saddened by the death of Elizabeth Murray, 
Princapal, of the “Lincoln "School, Betty, as she was known, had made a 
significant impact on staff, students, and parents ‘in a Dries amen She 
will be remembered for her love of writing and the importance of instilling 
tne love of writing in children. In early July, Bruce MacDonald was 
appointed to the position of principal of Lincoln, Scheaas He became the 
fifth person to serve as principal of Lincoln School in sixijyveera: 


The School Committee was successful in setting up a revolving account for 
the purpose of collecting tuitions for out of district students attending 
Winchester High School During this process the School Committee reviewed 
and clarified the criteria to be applied to property that entitles children 
to attend the Winchester Public Schools. The school administration, at the 
direction of the School Committee, reviewed the town map and census in an 
attempt to identify students that might be attending the Winchester schools 
illegally. 


In mid-July the Board of Selectmen and School Committee met with the Town 
Moderator in the first of a series of quarterly meetings to discuss mutual 
issues of concern, such as revenues, rental agreements, sale of land, budget 
preparation, and funding of negotiated labor contracts. 


In early Fall, the Selectmen granted a five year license to Continental 
Cablevision for cable television service to Winchester. The license 
included an option to locate the local origination studio on municipal 
property. At the request of the Board of Selectmen, the School Committee 
declared surplus an underutilized shop area at Winchester High School The 
site was made available for the local origination studio contingent on all 
required approvals being satisfied. 


The Committee completed the two year project of reviewing, revising, and 
adopting the School Committee Policies and Administrative Regulations 
Manual. 


Labor negotiations between the School Committee and the Winchester Education 
Association continued late into the fall, with the teachers working to rule 
and attempting a sick out. The School Committee was able to bring the facts 
on the sick out to the State Labor Relation Board and the sick out was 
declared an illegal strike. The contract between the Winchester School 
Committee and the Winchester Education Association was funded in part from 
free cash and previously frozen monies in the school budget, at a Special 
Town Meeting, on January 28, 1991. 
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The year ended as it began: under severe financial constraints. Due to a 
predicted decline in the town revenue estimates and the projected resultant 
decline in the school appropriation for FY '92, the School Committee voted 
to request the Board of Selectmen to place a single Proposition 2 1/2 
override referendum question for $644,000 on the ballot for the annual Town 
election.

INTRODUCTION 


The major goal of the Winchester Public Schools is to help students develop 
their abilities and guide them toward becoming capable, responsible 
eigens . To achieve this goal the schools provide opportunities and 
encouragement for students to acquire knowledge, skills, attitudes, and work 
habits that will enrich their lives. 


By any objective measure the school system is successful in achieving its 


important mission. Academically, Winchester student scores on the 
Massachusetts state assessment tests were significantly above state results 
in all subjects at all grade levels. They were all within or above the 


bands used to compare the most prestigious communities in the Commonwealth. 
The already high 1989 scores on the state's basic skills test rose even 
Semeer sin 1990 an contrast to a declining trend reported by the 
Massachusetts Department of Education. During the past six years 
Winchester's combined Scholastic Achievement Test (SAT) scores have averaged 
1000, despite the fact that approximately 93% of the graduating classes have 
taken the tests—more than twice the national average, twenty per cent above 
the state average, and five per cent above the number of students taking the 
test in communities similar to Winchester. According to an article 
published in a regional magazine, Winchester students had the highest scores 
in the metropolitan area north of Boston: outperforming their regional 
counterparts and showing greater success than their community's economic 
level would suggest. Athletically, Winchester High School produced state 
championship teams in football and girls' soccer and has done consistently 
well in individual sports such as swimming, tennis, and wrestling. 
Artistically, Winchester's middle and high school students continue to 
garner large numbers of Boston Globe Scholastic Art Competition gold ribbons 
and other awards while musical groups have been invited to perform at state 
music educators' conferences and international music festivals. 
Academically, athletically, and artistically Winchester students do very 
well. 


This report highlights the progress and problems of 1990 and is based on 
contributions from the assistant superintendent for personnel and management 
services, the principals of Winchester High School and McCall Middle School, 
and the director of special education and pupil services. 


PERSONNEL 


This year began on a sad note for the Winchester Public Schools. Elizabeth 
A. Murray, who had accepted the principalship of Lincoln Elementary School 
in August of 1988, died on February 7, 1990 after several months of serious 
illness. In her brief tenure in Winchester she had gained the respect, 
admiration, and friendship of the school community. 
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A record number of fifty seven employees were honored at the annual Staff 
Recognition Day: 12 who had served ten years, 12 fifteen years, 23 twenty 
years, 9 twenty-five years, and 1 thirty years. 


Seven staff members retired at the end of the 1989-90 school year. 
Elementary Teacher Marylee Kontoff, English Teacher Elizabeth P. Holmes, 
Librarian Constance Duncan, Reading Specialist June S. Chambers, Home 
Economics Coordinator/Teacher Harriet Nelson, Math Director John J. Waite, 
and Social Studies Teacher George Watson. Their length of service to the 
school system ranged from 17 to 34 years, a total of 164 years in the 
Winchester Public Schools. 


Hiring in the summer was restricted to replacements for resignations and 
retirements. Two well respected faculty members at Winchester High School, 
who had each been teaching there for more than 25 years, were chosen as 
directors in their subject areas, K-12: John J. Joyce in math and William 
R. Marks in science. Virginia Laats, a former teacher at the high school 
and McCall, returned to become the home economics coordinator/teacher. 
. Bruce MacDonald was selected as the new principal of Lincoln School. 


At the opening of school in September, the total staff serving 2836 students 
was comprised of 168.60 full time equivalent staff members providing direct 
services to the student population. An. additional “7204. eiu8) caine 
equivalent staff members provided support services. 


The year ended on a sad note with the sudden death of Joe Fagundes, the 
highly valued custodian specialist at Winchester High School, who was much 
loved by students, faculty, and parents. 

WINCHESTER HIGH SCHOOL 


1990 saw a number of changes and accomplishments at Winchester High School. 
The implementation of a new daily class schedule provided variety and 


flexibility for students and teachers. A revised attendance monitoring 
system improved class attendance, and has contributed to higher levels of 
academic success. A football Superbowl championship and a girls' soccer 


national championship highlighted the year, yet tell only part of the story. 
Plays, musicals, and speakers--including the President of the United Nations 
General Assembly--showcased student talent, and exposed students to a 
variety of new ideas. Winchester High School is an excellent place in which 
to teach and learn. 


MCCALL MIDDLE SCHOOL 


Economic realities, the national middle school movement and its philosophy, 
and educational developments for middle level students in Winchester since 
the late 1970s all combined to create a climate in our town that was 
conducive to forming a grade six through eight middle school for the 1990- 
1991 school year. After considerable planning, McCall Middle School opened 
its doors to 629 students and 86 staff members on Wednesday, September 5, 
1990. In a "Status Report on McCall Middle School" delivered by Principal 
Evander French, Jr. to the School Committee in January, 9) Me. ef eench 
concluded: "....In my judgment, the addition of the 6th grade to McCall has 
made a very good school a better one, with strong programs in Grades 6, 7, 
and 8, one where the building is more fully utilized, and one with all the 
necessary resources and growth potential to continue to evolve into the kind 
of middle school that makes sense for Winchester." 
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SPECIAL EDUCATION 


As of December 1, 1990, 535 Winchester residents ages 3 through 22 were 
identified under Massachusetts P.L. Chapter 766 as special needs. The range 
of special needs services provided children varied from those requiring one 
or two sessions per week of therapeutic services to those requiring 
residential or institutional placement. 


Winchester was also fortunate this year to be the recipient of more than 
$200,000 in state and federal grants. These monies were primarily utilized 
to provide direct services to our youngest student clients, ages 3-6. 
Winchester's Parent Advisory Committee (PAC) met monthly and provided 
various resources for addressing special education issues. 


CONCLUSION 


The public schools of Winchester continued to provide effective educational 
programs and services to their more than 2800 students in 1990.

ANNUAL REPORT - 1990 


After much debate, the Northeast School Committee submitted a $9,238,009 
operating budget and a $376,875 bond issue to the communities for FY 1991. The 
figures included an increase of $725,664 in assessments caused by $348,789 
requested to cover an anticipated 10% state aid reduction. 

Although the downturn in the economy forced the School Committee to make 
program cuts, the school continued to operate without significant change. 
Northeast still offers a wide range of vocational subjects, and an excellent 
academic curriculum. 

Recruiting efforts began in January. During the two months prior to the 
March lst application deadline, each junior high and middle school in the 
member communities with eighth grade students was visited. At the conclusion 
of the recruiting program, an Open House was held. Students were bussed to the 
school and observed our programs first hand. 

Northeast sponsored an Open House and other activities in February during 
National Vocational Education Week. The second annual Alumni dinner was held, 
as was the first installation of the schools Chapter of the National Voca- 
tional Honor Society. Sixty students were inducted into the chapter. North- 
east Metro Tech's Most Outstanding Student Award Banquet honored one student 
from each vocational and academic area. State Representative Nicholas 
Paleologos was the guest speaker. 

George Ross, III, an Electronics student, was selected as the schools 
nominee for the Outstanding Vocational Student in Massachusetts, representing 
Northeast during Vocational Education Week. 

The Northeast hockey team captured a third straight Division III League 
Championship. Their five year record is 107 - 4 - l. 

The basketball team finished second in the league. 

A Wakefield family was selected as the winner of the annual House Building 
Contest. Northeast students assisted in several community projects including 
the Imagination Station playground in Reading and K-9 agility structures for 
the Metropolitan Police Tactical Operational Patrol. 

Of the 251 graduates approximately 95% entered the work force, went on 
to higher education or joined the military. Thirty entered apprentice train- 
ing programs within their respective occupations. 

Over $128,000 in scholarship aid was awarded to 69 graduates. 

Many students in grades 9 and 12 participated in the academic and 
vocational summer curriculum. The popular vocational co-ed Computer Day Camp 
and Pint Sized Day Camp were again offered during the summer. 

On October 1, 1990, 1,167 students were enrolled. This was a decrease 
from 1,296 the previous year. Entering students numbered 330 in the freshman 
class. This figure was down from 363 in the fall of 1989. However, enrollment 
was up in both the sophmore and junior classes. 

Special needs enrollment continued to represent a fair number of students 
with 286 students. This was a decrease of 15 students from the previous year, 
still representing 24% of the school population. Some students were integrated 
into Culinary Arts, eliminating a substantially separate program. An instructor 
and a teacher assistant are present to provide service for students. The 
staff and an in-service program on the development and design of the Individu- 
alized Education Plans and motivation of disengaged students. 

Adult Education continued at an all-time high totaling 4,458 enrolled. 
Northeast is the largest apprenticeship training program in New England. 
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Enrollment in the Day Care Program continued to increase. The program 
was filled to capacity with occasional openings throughout the year. 

The Parent Teacher organization continued working in all facets of the 
school programs. They have greatly assisted in making the Northeast student 
programs successful. 

Thirty members of the student Safety Council received certificates from 
the Center for Addictive Behaviors completing peer leadership training. They 
participated in two full days of intensive training developing communication 
skills, recognizing physical and socio-economic impacts of alcohol and drugs, 
promoting self esteem, identifying referral services, stress-tension- 
depression syndromes, and AIDS and teenage suicide problems. 

Vocational Industrial Clubs of America (VICA) students competed in 
school, district, state and national levels and earned gold, silver, and 
bronze medals. 

Fatima Santos of Woburn was selected as student representative to the 
School Committee for 1990-1991. 

Michael LaMothe, a student in Drafting and Design, won a $1,000 scholar- 
ship to Worcester Polytechnic Institute as the highest scoring member of the 
Math Team. The team participated in the WPI Invitational Mathematics Meet 
as one of 70 four-member teams from New England. 

At graduation 1990, I was delighted to participate in the awarding of 
three scholarships totaling $750.00. to Peter Hogan of Winchester. Peter 
was the recipient of the Charles A. Murphy Memorial, Winning Home of 
Winchester and the Northeast PTO Scholarships. Congratulations Peter! 

As Northeast continues into its third decade of service the faculty, 
administrators and students look forward to another rewarding year. The 
curriculum continues to offer students an education on which to build a 
successful career in the trade or career path they choose. 

Once again, I am proud to have representated this community as a member 
of the Northeast Metropolitan Regional Vocational School Committee during

Pie iets © 91 
budget was pegged, to the dollar, at precisely the lowest budget 
allowed by law for a library seeking to retain aceredieactone.or 
state aid. Years of reductions in FTE's and temporary ee¢are lad 
led to a sharply reduced work force and work week; the Library 
‘was (and still is) open only 50 1/2 hours a weeke = eies 
above the 50-hour minimum required for state accreditation. The 
circulation desk for the Children's Department remained closed 
throughout the year. 


Vital support for the staff and Trustees was furnished by an 
efficient, energetic Friends of the Library cadre that is the 
envy of professional librarians in other towns. Led by Madeleine 
Kaiser as President and Karen Boodakian as Vice President, others 
in leadership positions included Jean Williams (Recording Secre- 
tary) Sue Pallan (Corresponding Secretary), Heidi Zeibig 
(Treasurer), Katie Conley (Membership), Dot Butler (School 
Liaison), Cinda Gaumer (Book Sale), Martha Wallace (Nominating), 
and Peter Rosenberger (Development).

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In the interim between Mr. Sperber's leave-taking in July and the 
arrival of a new Director in November, the Trustees were fortu- 
nate in being able to take advantage of the capable services of 
Karen O'Donnell-Leach, formerly Assistant Director, as Acting 
Director. Despite the needs of a young child and a demanding 
family schedule, she steered the Trustees through the unfamiliar 
waters of a search for a new Director while providing effective 
leadership for the staff over a 4 1/2-month period.

Winchester's continued fiscal 
constraints have meant decreases in budgets. We strive to provide 
leisure activities for all ages and abilities. Im addition. the 
Department provided support services to commumity youth sports 
organizations. organized groups that provided social and cultural 
activities and Town agencies providing related leisure and community 
services. 


Highlights for the 1990 calendar year include: 

Community Events 

Our first "Festive Finale", a New Year's Eve party for children and 
their families, was enthusiastically received by 800 people. Special 
attractions were a Haunted House, a theater performance, "New Games" and 
craft projects. 

The second annual Halloween Parade attracted 600 people and the Spring 
Bunny Hop was attended by over 300 children and adults. 

The annual Town Day Road Race welcomed over 100 participants many who 
took home prizes donated by local merchants. 


Community Arts 
Summer concerts at the Mill Pond as well as museum and theater trips 
continued to be the mainstays of our Community Arts involvement. 


Community Education 

In coopération with Winchester's Public Schools, the Recreation and 
Community Services Department plans and administers the Community 
Education program. These self supporting offerings continue to expand 
and diversify. 


Summer Programs ; 
Camps: Camp enrollments burgeoned with the addition of swimming lessons 
given at the Medford Community Pool. Campers were bussed three times 4 
week to the pool. A dedicated camp staff provided varied activities for 
children from ages 3.5 through 14. Our Adventure Connection Camp for 
Middle Schoolers was expanded to two week sessions and was fully 

enrolled all summer. The Extended Day program meets the needs of 

working parents and i8 well attended. 


Tennis: The sale of tennis passes was administered by the Recreation 
Department. Over 1,000 passes were sold during the 1990 tennis season. 
The maintenance of the 14 Packer Tennis Courts became our responsibility 
during 1990. Revenues from the sale of passes must now pay for tennis 
supervisors, maintenance and materials used at the courts. 

Participation in Tennis lessons reached an all time high as Joe Palumbo 
successfully directed teaching programs for children and adults. 


Youth Center The Winchester Youth Center programs and services 
continued to grow into their ninth year in 1990. Within the last year 
there have been some significant changes in the programming the Youth 
Center offers. The addition of sixth graders to McCall led to increased 
participation in the drop-in center. 
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The Youth Center continues to be a resource for a variety of programs 
and services including : college preparation progranning. 
social/emotional support and referral. Job Bank employment referral 
service, community service activities. educational programming and 
athletic programs. As resources allowed, it continued to provide 
supervised drop-in recreation time for students in junior and senior 
high school students. Deliberate effort has been made to have specific 
programming for middle school students during our drop-in hours. Special 
events and theme days seem to attract the greatest number of students. 


During the summer months the Youth Center offered extensive programs 
for adolescents through the Adventure Connection program. 


Through the generosity of the Enka Society. summer opportunities were 
accessible to a great number of adolescents who did not have the 
resources necessary to participate. 


The philosophy of the Youth Center remains the same: relationships. 
resources, and diverse programming are the greatest assets this 
organization can give Winchester's youth. 


A note of thanks is extended to the many individuals who supported 
recreation and community education activities through their 
participation and constructive input in 1990.

In 1990, the Winchester Historic Commission (WHC) focused its energy on 
the process of establishing local historic districts within our National 
Historic Registered Districts. 


On May 16th, 1990 the WHC along with the Winchester Beautification Design 
Review Committee held a well attended panel discussion at Town Hall to 
discuss with the public the process and reasons for establishing a local 
district. The panel included: Paul Matisse, Groton Historic District: 
Commission; Anne Mackin, Co-author, A Design Primer for Cities and Towns, 
John Connery, Connery Associates, Winchester; Kathleen Brooker, The 
Lowell Historic Board; Anne Blackham, Anne Blackham and Co.and WBDRC; 

and Charles Tseckares FAIA, Principal in C.B T. Inc. and WBDRC. 


During the month of November, the Commission appeared before the Chamber 
of Commerce to request support for a downtown business district. Upon 
receiving its support, the WHC appeared before the selectmen to request 
the establishment of a committee to develop a feasibility study for the 
district. The selectmen did not bring the issue to a final vote. 


The Henry E. Simonds Achival Center moved to its permanent home on the 
ground floor of Town Hall. The WHC members with the help of Dan Chane 
and Fran ver Planck maintained operations due to the loss of our 
part-time archivist in 1989 budget cuts. 


The WHC participated in Town Day with the display of the Architectural 
House Survey books which are of great interest to the Winchester citizens.

The Board of Health hereby submits its annual report for the year 
1990. 


General: 


During calendar 1990 environmental issues received high priority 
by the Health Department. 


Wedge Pond: 


Wedge Pond was closed in 1982 due to contamination with high 
fecal coliform bacteria. A concentrated effort was started and 
will continue to locate the sources of pollution which necess- 
itated the closing of Wedge Pond. To date we have located and 
eliminated one definite source of severe pollution by fecal 
coliform. We have also identified and corrected a potential 
source of pollution which may have discharged sewage during 
heavy rains. A program of sampling all of the tributaries which 
discharge into Wedge Pond will continue in 1991. We anticipate 
that through improvement of the water quality at Wedge Pond 
bathing may be safe in 1992. 


Canada Geese: 


There has been an increase of nonmigratory geese flocks in the 
State. The nuisance associated with the excrement has escalated 
to the point where action had to be taken by the Board of Health. 
The Board, along with the Conservation Commission, has discussed 
ways of controlling and reducing the population of the Canada 
Geese with experts from various branches of goverment and the 
private sector. Based upon the consensus reached in these dis- 
cussions and after input from all participation, the Roard will 
consider banning the feeding of bread products to all water fowl. 


Toxic Waste Sites: 


Toxic waste sites within the town have received considerable 
time and resources by the Health Department. This department is 
concerned with the cleaning up of these sites. This has been 
and is a priority item and will continue in 1991. 


Lead & Asbestos: 


More stringent regulations have been promulgated for the com- 
pliance with the Massachusettes Lead Law. Inspector Cheryl 
Bouchard was certified as an inspector by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts for lead inspections in compliance with said law. 
Outdoor powersanding and sandblasting of lead paint is still 
banned within the town by a Board of Health regulation and 
enforcement of this regulation will continue. We did respond 

to a condition where powersanding of the exterior of a dwelling 
may have contributed to the lead poisoning of a child in Win- 
chester. Asbestos removal on a local level has gone unmonitored 
for many years. The Board realized that threat of the improper 
removal could cause lung cancer. Mr. Tabbi attended a certif- 
ication program for asbestos removal. All known asbestos 
removal projects in the town are monitored by the Health Depart- 
ment to ersure that the Boards statutory responsibility to 
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a 
"Protect the Environment" and the well being of our residents 


is met. 
Radon: 


Radon is the second leading cause of lung cancer in humans acc- | 
ording to information provided by the American Medical Assoc-— | 
iation, Environmental Protection Agency, Massachusetts Departme=— 
nt of Public Health and the Surgeon General of the U.S. Public | 
Health Service. We in conjunction with the League of Women 
Voters offered an informational program on this issue. Radon 
kits are available to Winchester residents at reduced cost for 
testing their homes. 


Hazardous Waste Collection: 


The Health Department and the League of Women Voters have spon- 
sored and conducted four successful household hazardous waste 
collection days. Many pounds of toxic substance were disposed | 
of in an environmentally sound and safe manner. We support 
continuation of this program which is crucial in the removal of 
hazardous waste from our homes. 


Massachusetts General Law 21-D: 


Chapter 40, Section 21-D, of the Massachusetts General Laws waa 
adopted by the Fall Town Meeting. This authorizes the non- cr- 
iminal disposition violations of certain regulations. It 
releaves the court of the enforcement responsibility. This 
prevents and avoids wasting the time of our staff and that of 
the court, which previously could take many months. 


Food Service/Retail Food: 


Sixty four regulated food service locations continue to receive 
high priority. The Board of Health is certain that this is 
mandatory for the protection of public health. Food service 
establishments in the town are currently thoroughly inspected on 
a quarterly basis. Facilities wherethe inspection reveal num- 
erous violations or critical violations (which are an imminent 
threat to public health) are reinspected to ensure strict com- 
pliance with the food service regulations. The Board has found 
a minimum of four inspections yearly is essential to ensure a 
reasonable level of protection of public health. 


The Board of Health acknowledges with deep appreciation the 
seven years of service to the town by Dr. Stephen Black- Schaffer, 
His sincerity, commitment to our residents and his articulate 
participation in Board functions will be greatly missed. 


Randall W. Swartz, PhD. was elected in March 1990 for a three 
year term to succeed Dr.» Black-Schaffer. .-The Bearmaeo sean 
wishes to extend its appreciation to all department for their 
assistance during the year.

Department of Veterans’ Services 


The Department of Veterans' Services was responsive to requests 
for information and assistance relating to veterans' benefits 

and services by veterans, dependents and survivors of veterans 
within the community. The requirements of both State and Federal 
veterans' programs were adequately discharged. Public assistance 
activities, consisting of income maintenance, medical support and 
emergency needs were managed with budgetary goals and were con- 
ducted consonant with directives of the Massachusetts Department 
of Veteran Services and Chapter 115 of the Massachusetts General 
Laws. Federal veterans' benefits were provided through coordina- 
tion with the Veterans Administration. Federal veterans' bene- 
fits include pensions, disability compensation, outpatient ser- 
vices, hospitalization, dental care, education, insurance, on- 
the-job training, re-employment rights, mortgage loans, burial 
allowance, vocational rehabilitation, grave markers, dependents' 
indemnity compensation, Champus and Champva medical payments. 


Liaison was maintained with affinitive public services and re- 
lated agencies such as Social Security Administration; Division 
of Employment Security; Department of Labor; Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare; Legal Assistance Agencies; and Comprehen- 
Sive Employment Training Act Offices in order to facilitate the 
provision of respective benefits and services for eligible 
veterans and dependents. 


The department authorized payment of $14,868.48.00 during 1990.

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Council on Aging 


The Council on Aging's mission is to identify the needs of Win- 
chester's seniors, to develop and coordinate programs to meet 
those needs, and to provide direct social services to elders in 
the community. The town budget allocation for 1990 was $98,965. 
Winchester residents over 60 years of age number 4,358, 20.9% of 
the town's population. 


The COA was established by Article 25 of the 1973 Town Meeting, 
and as mandated by law, the Council serves as the enabling town 
agency for Federal and State elder programs. It is the grass 
roots element of the aging network with offices located in the 
Jenks Senior Center. The administrative staff consists of one 
fase -time Ssomrnistrator and one full-time secretary. Two part- 
time human service staff (a nurse and a social worker) provide 
direct service to elders and their families. The elder service 
corps home visitor, funded by stipend from the Executive Office 
PeeeeeknitaitrsS (FORA), works closely with the staff. 


Nutrition and Transportation 


The Eating Together program celebrated its third successful year 
Peewee wower, serving a’total 1,344 unduplicated ‘seniors annually: 
Hot lunches are served three times weekly to a daily average of 
40 seniors through a contract with Minuteman Home Care. Seniors 
make a donation for each meal, volunteers assist in the kitchen, 
and an EOEA grant meets the cost of supplies. MHC pays the ET 
site manager and contracts with caterers for the lunches. 


The Senior Van allows frailer, usually homebound, seniors to come 
meme enter fOr socialization. The cost of the Senior Van one 
day each week is met by EOEA grant monies. As a gift to the pro- 
gram, the Salter Health Care group donates the use of the Senior 
Van two additional days each week. (Grant funding is assured for 
next year.) 


Social Services 


The COA support staff provides contact with an increasing number 
of seniors and their families. The part-time nurse and social 
worker carry an active case load of 40-50 seniors each month. 

They work with over 100 different agencies who provide direct ser- 
vices. The nurse bridges hospital discharge and home health care, 
serving to prevent crises situations. The social worker assesses 
the more chronically troubled cases of housing, alcoholism, Alz- 
heimer's disease, economic stress, and family relations. 


Staff professionals are involved in working with groups of senior 
volunteers; the Senior After Care (SAC) home visitors, and the 
Living Beyond Loss support group for grieving seniors. These groups 
meets monthly to provide training to home visitors and solace to 
those bereft. This year a support group for Parkinson's disease 
was established at the request of residents and care givers. More 
than half the requests for professional assistance have originated 
from adult children of elders. Improved coordination and informa- 
tion sharing among representatives of over 25 health and social 
agencies serving Winchester's elders is accomplished with bimonth- 
ly meetings of professionals as convened by the COA administrator.

Evening Senior Issues Forums were planned to inform the community 
about current concerns of all family members. Assisted by a grant 
from EFOEA, the Council presented three fall programs. Dr. John 
Stoekle, professor of medicine at Harvard Medical School, spoke 

on the Medical Directive, a guide for making medical care decisions. 
This was followed by Income and Assests in Long Term Care with 
Donald Freeman, Esq. The last in the series offered Winchester 
attorney Virginia Hoefling addressing Insurance Scams alerting 
seniors to potential abuses. Useful handouts for home reference 
supplemented each forum. 


Formation of a new group of volunteers, the Housing and Financial 
Counselling Committee, was generated by requests for assistance by 
Seniors anticipating changes in shelter and economic circumstances. 
With startup funds from an EOEA grant for training and resource 
materials, the group of 13 members will begin services in 1991. 


Intergenerational relationships continued to grow with elders par- 
ticipating in high school social studies classes on “The Great 
Depression" and "Issues of the '90's." Seniors were feted to a 
Pizza Lunch ‘prepared by Junior class members, later elders Sup] 
ported the students' yard sale. Musicians of all ages performed 
in the intergenerational spring concert. 


In the»fall, 12 Winchester seniors responded to a request jOpethe 
Mass. Council of Social Studies teachers and the AARP, tO sjoangin 
a workshop sharing personal experiences about America's social 
insurance programs of this century. Senior participatiOom anes 
workshop enhanced regional teachers’ skills.

The Jenks Center is the focal point of seniors affairs in town. 


The Council maintains a cooperative working relationship with the 
non-profit Winchester Seniors Association who own the Jenks Center 
building. The COA's administrative staff facilitates and, coordin-= 
ates the many programs and services offered by volunteers at the 
Jenks Center. Since opening in) the Spring, of. 1978, thy Ou ee 
teer efforts and energy, the activities and programs at the Center 
have doubled in number and participation. Senior volunteers are 
an integral part of its Operation. syActivities include Wot 
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newsletter, varied recreation programs and trips, health screen- 
ings, clinics and lectures, tax and insurance assistance, volun- 
teer drivers, support and discussion groups, arts and crafts and 
sewing, and an intensive information and referral service by the 
corps of desk receptionists. The Council wishes to thank the Win- 
chester Seniors Association, other service organizations, town de- 
partments and officials, and state and regional agencies for their 
cooperation on behalf of our senior population.

Emergency Medical Service: 


During 1990 the Winchester Fire Department Ambulance treated 749 patients. 
Increased maintenance costs and vehicle downtime have become a concern and 
consideration for replacement of the present ambulance should be given. 
The 26 Firefighter/EMTs who have provided exemplary emergency medical care 
and firefighting duties for the Town of Winchester are to be commended for 
their hard work and dedication. 


Fire Alarm Division: 


The Fire Alarm Division tested all fire alarm circuits 4 times. Also tested 
all the inside fire alarm systems in all schools prior to school opening. 
Installed 3 new master boxes, transferred fire alarm cable from 114 Edison 
poles, replaced 8500 feet of overhead cable and 3350 feet of underground 
cable. Installed 1 new alarm for pumping station. Installed 18 mobile 
radios, 2 base stations, 1 satellite receiver, maintain telephone systems, 
tape recorders, closed circuits television and Fire/Police Dispatch Office.

The Winchester Housing Authority continued its search for 
potential 705 Family Housing sites. However, due to funding 
limitations, £.0.C.D. informed the Authority in March that the 
Planning Grant was being closed out. 


Mr. Werner A. Carlson was elected to the Winchester Housing 
Authority for a five year term, replacing Mr. R. Bradford Barley. 


Income limits for Elderly Housing were revised by E.0.C.D. 
allowing $19,992.00 income for one person and $22,848.00 for two 
people. These income limits became effective during April. 


The Annual Election of Officers was held in May. Officers veitected 
were Chairman: Joseph J. Riga; Vice Chairman John 1." ?Pauveye 
Treasurer Werner A. CArlson; Assistant Treasurer John H. Suhrbier 
-and Board Member Dennis M. O'Malley. 


Construction of the last three units of 705 Housing was completed 
in July and the Authority took ownership of the units with the 
occupancy date set for August Ist. 


The Board of Commissioners, consistent with their polieyege 
seeking further rental assistance for low income family and 
elderly persons, voted to apply for 30 additional Section 8 
Vouchers.- 


E.0.C.D. notified the Authority that it had ammended ties a? 
rental assistance contract with the Authority to 3 project 
specific certificates and 17 scattered” site certitreates:, 
Boda Gulez cernLt Cables. 


Continuing in its efforts to provide additional low income housing 
the Authority voted to apply for a 667 Congregate Housing Grant.

HIGHWAYS & STREETS 


The J. Parker Company of Billerica cleaned 1,400 Catch Basins during the 
summer of 1990. Town forces cleaned 587 catch basins with the Town's 1965 
catch basin cleaner. Sealcoating, Inc. of Hingham micro-seal resurfaced 
Wedgemere Avenue, Cox Road, Pilgrim Drive, Lawrence Street, Sylvester Avenue, 
Black Horse Terrace, Prospect Street, and Chestnut Street. Town forces con- 
structed a new catch basin and manhole at the Transfer Station and repaired 23 
catch basins and 5 manholes Town wide. Town forces also rebuilt a drain behind 
the Town Hall. This project involved the installation of 50 feet of transite 
pipe and a dome strainer. During 1990 Highway Department personnel used 49 
yards of concrete repairing sidewalks and 656 tons of hot top and cold patch 
filling water and sewer trenches and pot holes. The concrete sidewalk and 
curbing programs were idle in 1990 due to budget reductions. The Town's street 
sweeper swept all 103 miles of public and private ways without the normal aug- 
mentation of contract sweepers in the Spring due to budget reductions. Asa 
result the Spring time cleaning of sand from the streets took several weeks 
longer than usual. 


Two hundred ninety-one (291) traffic signs were repaired or replaced by 
Town forces. Traffic Markings, Inc. of Franklin painted 149,424 feet of center 
and edge traffic line. Highway Department personnel painted all crosswalks, 
stop bars, and parking spaces. 


No trees were planted in 1990 due to budget reductions. Four trees were 
tested for Dutch Elm Disease. All four tested positive and were removed. Six- 
teen (16) stumps were removed and a total of 147 tree related calls were re- 
ceived. 


The following Capital Equipment was acquired during the year: Four wheel 
drive pick-up with plow, purchased (Water & Sewer), tractor-dump trailer com- 
bination semi unit, lease purchase (Highway). This tractor is used in conjunc- 
tion with the Town's trailers to haul refuse from the Recycling and Disposal 
Facility (Transfer Station). 


During fiscal year 1990 there were twelve thousand six hundred and fifty- 
Six (12,656) tons of refuse hauled from the Recycling and Disposal Facility. 
Total tons recycled were as follows: Paper 902, Glass 88, and Metal 469. The 
Refuse Conveyor System was replaced by Weststate Construction Corporation of 
Newbury, New Hampshire. 


During the Winter of 1989-1990 there was a total of seven (7) storms with 
an accumulation of 26 inches of snow. Approximately 482 tons of salt and 1,321 
tons of sand were used to combat the stonmms. 


GROUNDS 


This was a bench mark year for the Grounds Division because its permanent 
work force was reduced by three workers. As a result of the reduction in man- 
power the Park Division had to give up daily maintenance of the Packer Tennis 
Courts for the first time since 1917. ‘The Recreation Department, with fees 
collected from tennis users, were able to hire people to maintain the courts 
from July to the end of the season. 


. Since the inception of Public Works in 1976 the Grounds Division (formerly 
Singular departments of Park and Wildwood Cemetery) has been reduced from twenty- 
one (21) permanent workers to thirteen (13) and the summer help of fourteen (14) 
eliminated. 58

GROUNDS (cont'd) 


The Manchester Field Well System was finally finished and tied into the 
irrigation system at a cost of approximately $15,000. This well will save the 
Town about a million gallons of water per year. In retail charges it should 
pay for itself in three or four years. 


After several years of ignoring our waterways and ponds, permission was 
finally given to the Department of Public Works to treat the Town's ponds for 
weeds and algae. A biological survey of all our ponds was done and on those 
recommendations, and given the funds available, Winter Pond was the only pond 
chosen for treatment. In July, Aquatic Control Technology of Northborough 
successfully treated "Big" and "Little" Winter Ponds with a chemical called 
"Sonar". This treatment should keep the weeds under control for two seasons. 


The Ambrose School parents purchased a modern playground structure which 
was laid out under the supervision of the Town's Engineering Department and 
installed by D.P.W. employees. The Highway Division prepared the site and the 
Park Division did the actual installing of the apparatus, using four of its 
eight people from early August until the second week of September. This was 
the fourth such playground installed by Town forces in the last four years. 


In 1990 one hundred and sixty-two (162) individual graves were surveyed 
and mapped by the Engineering Department for Wildwood Cemetery. As has been 
the practice in the past, irrigation pipes were installed before the lots were 
released for sale.

WATER & SEWER 


Phase I of the Water System Improvements Program was completed in 1990. 
This phase consisted of 10,720 feet of water main replacement, 53,815 feet of 
water main cleaning and lining, and the removal of 351 lead service connections. 


Town forces replaced 1,200 old water meters with Neptune Remote Reading 
Water Meters. This meter replacement project was partially funded with a Water 
Meter Grant administered by the State Department of Environmental Protection. 


Town forces continued the Water Main Abandonment Program on Forest Street, 
Upland Road, Hemingway Street, Sylvester Avenue, Spruce Street, Nelson Street, 
Winter Street, Royal Street, and Farrow Street. This program included the 
elimination of 7,500 feet of tuberculated water main, the change-over of 153 


water services from old water mains to new water mains, and the installation of 
20 new fire hydrants.

The M.W.R.A. conducted a Leak Detection Survey of the entire Town Water 
System. Small service leaks were discovered and repaired during the Fall of 
1990.

(a) Composition: Term of Office - There shall be a board of cemetery 
commissioners consisting of 5 members elected for three-year terms, so arranged 
that as nearly an equal number of terms possible shall expire each year. In 
order to establish the board effective July 1, 1991, the original commissioners 
shall be appointed by the Board of Selectmen for staggered terms of one, two, 
and three years, and thereafter their successors shall be elected for three- 
year terms. 
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(b) Powers and Duties - The cemetery commissioners shall have the care, 
the superintendence and management of all public burial grounds in the Town, 
may lay out any existing burial grounds in the Town or any land purchased and 
set apart by the Town for such cemeteries, in lots or other suitable subdivi- 
sions, with proper paths and avenues, may plant, embellish, ornament and fence 
the same and erect therein such suitable edifices and conveniences and make 
improvements as it considers convenient; and may make such regulations, 
consistent with law, as it deems expedient. 

Such board may, by deed made and executed in such manner and form as 
it may prescribe, convey to any person the sole and exclusive right of burial 
in any lot in such cemeteries and of erecting tombs, cenotaphs and other 
monuments or structures thereon upon such terms and conditions as its regula- 
tions prescribe. The original deeds and all subsequent deeds of such lots made 
by owners thereof with the approval of said board shall be recorded in the 
office of the Town Clerk in books kept for that purpose upon the payment of the 
fee provided by law and said records shall be open to the public at all reason- 
able times. 

(c) Cemetery Superintendent - The board shall appoint and may remove a 
cemetery superintendent who shall supervise the other employees. The superin- 
tendent shall perform the duties assigned to him by said board. 

(d) Gifts and Bequests; Expenditures - The board may receive on behalf of 
the Town gifts and bequests for maintaining cemeteries or lots, provided the 
income from the gifts are determined by the board to be sufficient to perform 
any specific requirements or conditions thereof for a reasonable time into the 
future. All expenditures authorized by said board shall be solely from funds 
appropriated by vote of the Town Meeting. 

(e) Annual Report - The board of cemetery commissioners shall annually 
make a written report to said Town of it’s official acts, the condition of the 
cemeteries, and shall make recommendations for future cemetery needs. 

(£) Exclusions - All other provisions of the Charter pertaining to admin- 
istrative organization, finances and fiscal procedures, power of the Town 
Meeting, Board of Selectmen, Town Manager, and commissioners of trust funds 
shall continue to obtain to the cemetery department except as specifically 
modified in the preceding paragraphs (a) through (e). The provisions of G.L. 
Chapter 114 shall apply to said board."
